The policy was adopted upon great 
consideiation, and «i<h a view tu the 
defence of our sea coast, und in a well 
founded conviction, that i' was wise and 
prudent gradually to increase our naval 
force in lime of peace, and to render it 
efficient in 'he exigenciea to which the 
country roust be always more or less 
exposed 
Ilia believed that the best 
defence fur thi* country, and that on 
wnich It must principally rely, not only 
for the protcctioo of our commerce, but 
to prevent the actual invasion of the 
soil, IS the naval force* The act for the 
g adual inctease of the navy was found­ 
ed on this presumptionrend designed by 
gradual mean«, to lay the foundation of 
an efficient naval power, and to prepare 
in time uf peace that desci iption of force 
which cuu'd nut be easily raised up in 
ti^neof war, but which would be indis- 
pensiblt in such a crisis. 
It requires 
much time and great caie to piepa e 
the muteiiai9,and to construct the ves* 
sels of Ihe class pruvidcd for in the act», 
and the expeiience of the late war had 
fully dtmonstratcd the necessity of such 
a f rce i by teaching us the facility with 
which the enemy could blockade a la< ge 
portion of our coast, with.a single ship 
of the line. 


The commlliee are of opinion that it 
would be unwise to change this sy«tem. 
founded upon so riany important con* 
sideratiuns, without some urgent ne* 
cessity. and in their opinion none such 
exists : on me contiaty, there seems to 
be even stronger reusons fur adhoiing 
^ to the poUcy,and cherihbing the g'owih 
i of our naval power, now, that foreign 
I nations are modeling their naval archi­ 
tecture after our impiovenients, and at 
: a moment when our foreign relations 
! are ab *ut to be extended, upon a «cule, 
which should, at least, admonish us 
against any dimiouiioii of. or an indiff'u 
ronce to the means of national defence 
The committee are aware of the im­ 
portance of sloops of war, as a class for 
naval force, indispensable boih in time 
of peace and war ,■ but they are a data 
which may be |»iuvided in a shoitei 
time, and with consid-.rahle advantage 
even after the exigency has aiisen, and 
though they would be useful in time '*f 
poace for many service», and e»penally 
for the discipline of our office*-», and ihc 
more efT coal supprcesion of the piia- 
tical marauders upon eur commerce, 
the committee believe 
would be un­ 
wise to break in upon the fui d for thc 
gradual increase of the navy, even lor 
auch objects; and therefore recommend 
Ihe adoption of the following reeolution. 


He$oived, That it is inexpedient to 
modify the act. entitled •• An act for 
the gradual increase of the navy of the 
United Slates.** so aa to lequire a part 
of the annual appropriation to be ex­ 
pended in the construction of vessels of 
an inferior force to those now authoris* 
ad by the said law to be built- 


The report was ordered to lie on the 
table.
